A Big Payuent 1v SiLver.—A report of
the recant meetiog of the Maioe Historical So-
oiety contains the following : —The third paper
of the session, by Mr. William Goold, was an
account of William Vaughao of Piseatequs,
Martinious and Damariscotta. Vaughan was
the projector of the Louisburg expedition of
1754, and & notable mao io bis day. haviog
much to do with Govercment and mercantile
affairs. The paper was s well coosidered arti
ele, cleariog up some doubtfal pointsio colonial
history, snd briogiog to wemory ooce more
others that have beeo pearly forgotteo, The
uanwieldly bulk of a silver currency was showo
by the manoer of reimbursement to the eolonies
for their outlay io the Louisburg expudition,

After three years’ delsy the money was paid,

" amoastiog to £183,700, It was landed from a
ship of war at Long W bart, Bostoo, iu the fal!
of 1749, in the form of 654,000 ouoces, cr over
twenty tons of silver, and ten tons of copper
coin. Silver theo, and up to the middle of the
present ceotury, was the common standard aod
regulator of valae, but it was required to l?e of
hooest weight, Althoueh the amount of the
peyment was ooly $800 000, it was contaiced in
215 chests, acd provably itiequired twenty-five
two herse wagons to trapsport the silver slone
from the sbip to the Provioce House, Exzept
£16,000, which belonged to New Hampsbire,
the people of Massachusetts appropriated this
mooey, with a farther sum from the Province
Trassury, to redeem their depreciated paper
currenoy at its market valus.”
